After the vein had 
been struck by Walker, Body Ryan 
drilled through it and found it to be 
four feet and eight inches in thick- 
ness, which is two inches larger than 
the vein at the old shaft east of the 
Central depot. The gentlemen in- 
terested in the shaft were jubilant 
over their success, and they have 
good reasons for being so, for they 
have had a long hard struggle in 
opening up the new shaft, 


A REVIEW reporter called at the 


shaft last evening and had a talk 
with Mr. Mark Moran, the company's 
superintendent, who was feeling as 
good as any one.
